WOMAN WAS LAST SEEN ALIVE 


ABOUT 9 O'CLOCK. 


The lifeless-body of Mi's. Allie 


Yaryan, 36 years of age, was found 
ying upon tihe bed in (her rooms at 
he Whiteman boarding- house, 720 
Bair street, shortly after noon today, 
ler face was buried in the pillow, 
nd beside the body lay a two-ounce 
•ottle, uncorked, containing cWoro- 
cim. Ttfiis instantly explained the 
ause of death, but ttie e^act circum- 
tauces surrounding it may never be 
\nown. 


T«he dead woman was the wife of 
.airvey Yaryan, a woodworker em- 
ployed at the City Cruiiage works, 
,nd the hori if ying discovery was 


by the husband as lie retimied 


the <housc? for tihe noonday meal. 
phe room occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 


Yaryan was the front iocon upcu the 
ground floor, and on reaching the 
joiise today Mr. Yaiyan found 'both 
icnt and rear doors to tlie apartment 
cxckeii. In same ^.laim he forced aai 
nitrance ithrough a window at the 
ide of the house* 
Inside the room the fumes of the 
hloroform were stifling. Beside his 
vife upon the bed he noticed (tihe T>cit- 
le> of chloroform 'aiicl (a l^ook wthich 
h« had evidently bsen reading. »Ef- 
crts to arouse the wcm^ii flailed *and 
Mr. Yaryan called to other residents 
f the 'hou^e. 
Dr. Harriet M-acbetJi 


was also summoned, but (the attempt 
o rescusitate >iflie wcanaa wei-e futile. 
It is believed death ttaid ensued at 
east an hour before. 


LAST SEEN AT 9 O'CLOCK. 
Coroner Barnett was called and he 


at once began work upon the. r case. 
The bottle found! beside the body or- 
ginally contained two ounces of 
jhioroform, but tat leastw tw^thirds 
of the drug was missing. Mrs. S. D. 
Whiteman, wife of the proprietor of 
:he iboarding h'ouse, which is the old 
White homestead, was the last per- 
son to see Mrs. Yaryan alive. 


The latter arose this morning ias 


usual, made a visit to the (public li- 
brary to exchange a book she had 
been reading, then ordered some gro- 
ceries for Mrs. Whitenuan and re- 
;urned to the house at 9 o'clock. 
Mrs. Whitemau haxl a brief conver- 
sation with lier atNthat time, but the 
woman was in her usual spirits, and 
there was no indication in her man- 
ner of contemplated suijcidfe. 
She 


entered her room -and locked the 
door. 
Three hours later the lifeless 


body was found. 


The.family ctfme to Eorl W&yne 


three years ago from Crawfordsvillej 
and consisted of 'the husb'aad, wife 
and one son, Herbert, who is em- 
ployed at *the Stafford printing h'ouse 
For >a short time it is said Mrs. Yur- 
yan was employed as a demonstrator 
of food products at several grocery 
stores in the city.

may have been accidental, for it, is 
said that members of the 
family 


have known for some time that 'Mi 
Yaryan -was in the; habit of occasion- 
ally using some drug to induce slei 
but she repeatedly refused to tell ithe 
nature of the medicine. Her death 
under the circmnsfcauces tod»ay might 
tend to support the theory that the 
narcotic used was chloroform, 
and 


that so great a quantity of the drug 
was unintentionally used today that 
fatal consequences ensued.

sion followed. Mr. Hosey suggested 
that as the city had already an ordi-

The 
council then adjourned with Council- 
man Meier still objecting to the feed 
wire proposition, he being the only 
member who refused to sign the re- 
port of the committee of the whole. 
GRIST OF KBCOMMENBATIONS. 


The report of the council and rec- 


ommendations as they now go to the 
board of works provide for the ex- 
tensions by -the street car company as 
they were outlined 'at the session of 
the council on June 2, eliminating 
the spur on Clinton street and the 
baru track on Holman -street; dis- 
pensing with the Lafayette street 
freight loop as^rovided for dn the or- 
dinance presented last January and 
omitting the east end extensions al- 
ready icovered in -the Fleming fran- 
chise. The matter of abandoning the 
Creighton avenue line and substitut- 
ing north: and south parallel lines, 
and going south on 'Broadway to the 
river bridge 'and other lines contem- 
plated by the terms of the report are 
left open and referred to the board 
of works for adjustment *and con- 
tract. A thirty-five year franchise is 
designated and the ticket rate is left 
at six for a quarter at all times on 
cars and 30 for $1.05 during desig- 
nated hours; the report also is ad- 
verse to the abolishment of the other 
reduced rate tickets in book form.

Skillful Swindler Who Cut a Wide 


Swath Tells of a Recent Visit 


to Fort Wayne.

Little moie than a week ago theiej 


drifted into Foit Wayne a young 
German, polished of 
manner 
and 


faultlessly attired, -who represented 
himself to be a son of General Baron 
Von Manteuffel, one of Ulie most fa- 
mous of modern German 
soldiers. 


His conversation gave evidence of 
culture and fine education, and he 
was kindly received by a number of 
Foit Wayne citizens, in once case, 
being entertained at dinner. To an- 
other he sQiyly admitted that he was 
in financial embarrassment and se- 
cured a temporary loan cf 
small 


amount, promising a remittance as 
soon as he reached Now York. 


The young man was a pleasing 


conveisationalist, well versed,in me- 
chanics, and altogether made a most 
favorable impression here. But the 
alleged baron turns'out to be a fraud 
of the most pronounced type, and a 
telegram from New York to the Chi- 
cago Chronicle today contains some 
surprises for the acquaintances the 
young fellow made in Fort Wayne. 
The story reads as follows: 


<•! probably sfhall do more work in 


the next six months t*han I have fcr 
two years past," said one of the pris- 
oners who landed on 
Biackwell's 


island today/' "but the exercise may 
do me good. When I come out I 
think, 1 will have to start 'at some- 
thing else or try to make an honest 
living. 


HAD TRIED WORK. 


"But I don't know. I tued that 


for four years and my family nearly 
starved, and after I found how easy 
it was to make a good living without 
work I didn't want to go back to it." 


The prisoner /was Hermann Wil- 


lielm Truebitei, whose beautifully 
engraved cards inscribed "Baron Von 
ManteuffeP and "Piofessor Wilhelm 
Von Humboldt" gained liim audi- 
ences, hospitality, 
sympathy 
and 


cash gifts from such prominent per- 
sons as J. Pierpont Morgan, Charles 
3VL Schwab, Mrs. Howard Gould, H, 
O. Havemeyer, William C. Whitney, 
Claience H. OVCackay, Jacob B. SchiS, 
Mrs. Gra'ce Dodge, Seth I/DW and ex- 
Mayor Edward Cooper, 


He operated in Chicago for a month 


last spring, where *he passed himself 
off as a nephew of Von. (Humboldt, 
the famous scientist 'He thought it 
best to leave when one of the Ger- 
mau-Ameiican societies pressed its 
investigations tco closely. 


"I had to leave Chicago over the 


back fence," said Truebner with a 
smile. 


"I ha'd $7 left, and I walked to 


South Chicago and took a, train to 
Port Wayne to escape arrest. 


"At Fort Wayne 1 met a million- 


aire who controlled the trolley rail- 
roads and the natural gas company 
and I represented myself as a gas 
engineer with a fine position in New 
York, but 
an 
empty pocketbook 


owing to my infatuation for a wo- 
man. 


FEASTED IN FOKT WAYNE. 
"The old German laughed &nd said 


*he was young once himself and took 
me to his house, where we feasted 
and drank in the old German fashion. 
I slept there a'll night. The next 
day 5ie bought mo a ticket on the 
Pennsylvania limited to New York 
and gave me t'he remainder of a $30 
bill. The ticket cost $22,92."

"My passpcrt was made out in that

I am edu- 
cited and I know quite a little about 
chemistry and engineeiing and litei- 
ature and languages. 
I can talk 


about art and science more intelli- 
gently than most of the people I vis- 
ited, and, of course, that impiessed 
them. 


"I think William C. Whitney and 


John Jacob Astor are the two harJcst 
men to get at* I reached Whitney, 
but I never sarar Astor. I had seen 
Mr. Whitney at the race track and 
I went to his country house at Kos- 
lyn. He gave me a check. I drove 
down to the station with him in his 
own carriage. 


'•When I went to Mr. Morgan's 


office a big officer stopped me, but 
when I said I had an appointment 
wit'h Mr. Morgan he said: 'Oh, yes/ 
and told me he was out and would be 
back in a few minutes. 


f*I pulled out my watch and said I 


would be back in ten minutes, and 
when I returned I was usheied right 
into his piivate office.

Tolton was missing 
and £0011 the excitement was so in- 
tense that John Herrold, a merchant 
of the town, made affidavit before 
Justice Brewer that Tolton had mur- 
dered his wife. 
Marshal Herman 


Warnke aires'ted Tolton, who made 
no effoit to escape, and he was ar- 
raigned before a justice. He pleaded 
not guilty to the charge, and the 
case was postponed until evening, 
so that further evidence could 
be 


procured, Tolton in the meantime 
being given his freedom on his own 
lecognizance. 


At the pieliminary -hearing in the 


evening Tolton, when pressed for in- 
formation 
as -to his 
wife's where- 


abouts, claimed th'at he had sent lier 
to Chicago on the 5 o'clock morning 
Wabash train for the purpose of en- 
tering a hospital, but lie was unable 
to tell what 'hospital. Investigation 
showed that no one toad seen her de- 
part and as the station is (closed at 
night she did n'ot buy a .ticket in 
Westville, df she departed on the 
train.

A :NTOVEL LOCOMOTIVE. 


A unique engine has just bec-n com- 


pleted by the Baltimore aiifd Ohio 
slrcps for the use of L. CK Hass, gen- 
eral superintendent, 011 Siis inspection 
tiips and was used for the first time 
last week. For want of >a better n'ame 
they have designated it as'an inspec- 
tion engine, but this does not cover 
the wiliole idea, .for it answers the 
purpose of an entire train. In sihort, 
No. 622 is tan engine wit!h a ©mall 
passenger coach constructed on the 
top of the boiler, jast 'back of the 


stack. It somewiliat aresombles 


the old inspection car of the Pennsyl- 
vania, answering the same purpose, 
but is different from anything eve>r 
seeii in tliis section of the country. 
The boiler is heavily covered with 
asbestos, that with a thickness of iron 
and the floor with brussela carpet. 
The seats in this shouldered coach 
ai e arranged in arapitheater style, so 
as to give every one in ,the CM- a full 
view of the track and the surround- 
ing country. The higher omcials of 
the inspection party are supposed to 
sit in the Tear seats, which are the 
oncst elevated. ^Passengers enter the 
car by winding dt'airs on each side of 
the front pilot, so the engine onay be 
run in either direction rendily. But 
three men are required to anake up 
the train crew, an engineer and a fire- 
man, who occupy the cab, located 
back on the coach, about the same as 
on an ordinary engine, and a flagman. 
Ilia idea is fto have a quick an'd con- 
venient way for officials to make a 
trip over fhe lines without {hauling 
an entire train.

New York, July 30.—A new time 


fuse, for use on armor-piercing shells 
loaded with a recently 
discovered 


secret explosive of great power, has 
been invented by war department 
ordnance experts and will, according 
to it New York American dispatch 
from WaFhingrVm, revolutionize •for- 
eign warship -building. 


Tests of the explosive -and fuse 


have -been, made, and so long- as the 
United States government holds the 
secret foreign 
battleships either 


must 'double their steel -walls or -be 
as wooden frigates against the new 
destroyer. 


General Crazier, chief of ordnance, 


is qu'oted -as having1 said that a -test 
of -the new explosive lias '"been con- 
ducted with, eminent success at the 
Sandy Hook proving grounds, that 
tihe shell curried its contents through 
tins thickest armor, arid that the fuse 
lived long enough to nave exploded 
on the interior 
"of a dhip of war. 


The greatest penetration secured was 
that of a shell fired from a twelve- 
inch gun. It -pierced founteen-'mch 
Krupp armor 'before detonation. The 
heaviest -shield now in use ia said to 
"be only twelve inches thick.

HIDING OF FACTS ALLEGED 


COMMITTEE GIVES RESULT OF 


INVESTIGATION. 


Lake George, N. Y., July 28.— 


Charges of gross misconduct on tin 
part of the army in the Philippine; 
are received in an open letter -to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt made 'public yester 
day by a committee of anti-imperial- 
ists appointed to investigate the sub- 
ject. 
The conclusion of the presi 


dent, as expressed in liis review o1 
the case of General J. H. Smith, that 
the abuses complained of were "ex- 
ceptional," is contradicted; specific 
cases of alleged crimes by officers and 
others ivre cited and proof to support 
the accusations is offered. The pres- 
ident is urged to take action toward 
bringing offenders to justice. 


The letter is signed by Charles 


Francis 
Adams, 
chairman; 
Carl 


Schurz, Edwin Burritt Smith, M'oor- 
field Storey 'and Herbert Welsh, who 
constitute a loommittee named at a 
mee ting of representative anti-Im- 
perialists in New York last spring. 


ORIGIN OF INQUIRY. 


The letter of the committee is as 


follows: 


"Lake George, N. Y., July S3, 1903 


—To 'the Hon. Theodore Roosevelt, 
President of .the United -States—Sir: 
On the 16th of April last the secre- 
tory of war, under your personal or- 
der, issued -a memorandum 
of in- 


structions seiit to General Chaffse, 
relating to outrages and acts of tor- 
ture alleged to have been perpetrated 
in the Philippines. Shortly 'after, a 
meting of persons interested therein 
was held in New York. At this 
meeting we were apointed a commit- 
tee 'to take all necessary steps to ef- 
fect-the full disclosure of all facts 
connected with processes and execu- 
tions in the course of military opera- 
tions in the -Philippine islands.' 


"The duty thus imposed has since 


engaged 'our attention, and in the 
performance thereof we -have inves- 
tigated many cases of alleged out- 
rage, besides otherwise seeking to 
inform ourselves in relation hereto. 


"In this connection -we now desire 


to express the^grajificatiou 'afforded 
to us by your 'review' on the 14th 
inst., as commander in chief of the 
findings of fhe court martial in the 
case of General 
Jacob H. Smith. 


Taken in .connection with the prev- 
ious memorandum of April 15, that 
review will, in our opinion, do much 
toward the re-establishment of the 
national prestige and the morale of 
the iarmy. 


DUTY OF ELEVATION. 


"At this time, therefore, it is more 


than national, it is distinctly of in.- 
tern-ataonal service, for, brought into 
new relations with .remote and pos- 
sibly less developed races, it is man- 
ifestly above all desirable that the 
"United States should <aim to elevate 
others to a higher standard, rather 
than itself sink to a lower. 


"Especially 
opportune, in '.our 


judgment, is your very commenda- 
ble reminder to officers in high and 
responsible positions that, in a -war- 
fare with national dependents, such 
•as that recently .waged by us iu the 
east, it behooves all such officers to 
be 'peculiarly careful in their bear- 
ing and conduct, so as to keep a prop- 
er moral check over any -acts of an 
improper character by their subor- 


• dinates.' The level here reached is 


lofty, and in liealthy contrast with 
that, spirit, far too prevalent, which 
seeks excuse, if not justification, for 
the excesses of the present, in every 
instance of inhumanity which can 
possibly be exhumed either 
from 


colonial histoiy, otherwise happily 
forgotten, or from 
the -regrettable 


records of Indian warfare. 


CASE NOT EXCEPTIONAL. 


"While thus, however, expressing 


our sense of obligation, we wish most 
respectfully to call your attention 
to certain conclusions which we have 
in the course of our inquiries found 
ourselves compelled to reach. These 
conclusions, we are not unaware, 
may be somewhat 'at variance with 
those reached 'by you; none the less, 
in stating them, our desire is to con- 
tribute, if in our power to do so, to 
the ends set forth in the memoran- 
dum to General Chaffee of April 15. 


"Coming directly to the point, and 


speaking historically, our mvestiga- 
tions have led us to conclude that the 
demoralization 
of the ofn'cers and 


soldiers in the Philippines, includ- 
ing all branches of the service and all 
grades of rank, was far more gen- 
eral, as well as pronounced, than 
might be inferred from your review 
of the court martial findings in the 
case of General Smith. 
The es- 


sential facts charged in this case, 
we believe -we have reason to say, 
•were rather notorious than excep- 
tional.

"These words of sweeping com 


mendation and unqualified indorse 
ment were written by the honorable 
secretary when all 
the 
essentia 


facts since brought 
to light were 


within his official cognizance. You 
have given public assurance that the 
ssci-etary is more desirous than your- 
self even, if that l>e possible, to 
probe to the bottom every responsible 
allegation of outrage and torture, to 
the end that nothing be concealed 
and no man be for any reason fa- 
vored or shielded. The draft on our 
credulity thus presented is 
large, 


but we accept your assurance. 'Mean- 
while permit us -to point out that 
such very sweeping and uncalled foi 
commendation and approval, so far 
as we are advised, 
altogether un- 


precedsnted in character, coming- di- 
rectly, and in the midst of military 
operations, from the, fountain head 
of military authority, is scarcely 
calculated 'to keep a moral check 
over acts of an improper character by 
subordinates.' 


ATTITUDE OOF SECRETARY. 
'It is charitable to assume tha 


the pressure of official business at the 
time of the communication .referred 
to was such that the -secretary failed 
to recall what correspondence 
had 


brought to his notice or fully to ad- 
vise himself as to what the files' of 
his department might have to dis- 
close, 
i 


:Such are certain of the conclu- 


sions reached by us from as careful 
a study ns it has been in our power 
to make of facts- thus far procurable. 
We have endeavored to supplement 
md perfect the evidence, but our 
efforts to that end encountered ob- 
structive embarrassments. We pre- 
iented a formal memorial to congress 
asking- for a complete and impartial 
nvestdg-ation to be made on the spot. 
No action was taken thereon. 
We 


sought to have witnesses called toy

ALLEGATIONS AEiE OKRAVE. 
"The allegations we m'ake 
are

t is discreditable. The good name of 
he nation is involved, as is the pro- 
assional character of the 'officers of 
he United 'States, some of them re- 
ired, many still in high command. 
That we ourselves are -responsible' 
iersons, and that we represent re- 
sponsible pel-sons, need scarcely to 


alleged, much less proved. We 


tand ready to co-operate directly, 
ind -in utmost good1 faith, in the line 
f Secretary Boot's order of April 
.5 to the end that 'all 'offenders may 
be brought to justice and the guilty 


fed. A careful examination of 


he law has -satisfied us that no pro- 
ess possible for us to initiate would 
licit further facts or suffice to bring 
ulprits to account. In this com- 
munication we have 'made ref erences,

hus referred to courts of military in-

"Finally, acknowledging the great 


service rendered in tihe orders herein 
'eferred to as the result of the inves- 
igation we have made and the study 
we have given to the documentary 
ividence already deduced, we find 
ourselves, though, wilfli deep regret, 
compelled to take issue with you on 
>ne important point. In your 're- 
vi&w' cf July 14 you say 'almost uni- 
versally the higher -officers have so 
borne themselves as to supply the 
necessary check over acts of an Im- 


r character by theif subordlu- 


ites.' 


PROOF IS PROMISED. 


"We, on the 'contrary, have found 


ourselves compelled to the belief that 
:'he acts referred to were far moi 
general—the demoralization more all- 
pervasive. This we submit and are 
prepared to show is established by 
the evidence before tlic senate Phil 
ppine committee, by the findings of 
;he courts-mar tial published or on 
'he files of the war department and 
ay the documentary proof already 
accessible. There is indeed no tri- 
aunal before which further proors 
could ba adduced. 
None the less, 


from the scanty material thus by 
mere chance made accessible to' us 
liere, many thousand miles from llie 
scene and long after the time of these 
occurrences, we hold ourselves ready 
to direct your attention to concrete

WEALTHY

A. M. ROTHSCHILD, OF CHICAGO, 


KILLS HIMSELF. 


rounder of Great Department Store, 


Takes His Life During a Fit 


of Insanity. 


Chicago, July 29.—A. M. Eoths- 
hild, the well known millionaire, 
•ho until recently controlled one of 


the largest department stores of Chi- 
agOj killed himself yesterday at his 
home. 
Thirty-seventh 
court 
and 


Michigan avenue. 
While suffering 


rom an attack of temporary insan- 
ty, brought about by acute iu- 
omnia, he shot -himself through the 
lead, dying almost instantly. 
Al- 


hough he had been in ill health for 
ever'al months, his family was not 


worried by his mental condition, and 
10 watch was kept 
on his move- 


ments. Mr. Rothschild ate luncheon 
with the members of -his family early 
yesterday afternoon and seemed to 
)e in the nsnal spirits. Immediately 
after leaving the table he went to 
-he bath room an'd fired the fatal 
hot. The report of the shot, which 
sent a bullet crashing through his 
'orehead, alarmed the servants, who 
•ushed to the room. They found tha 
millionaire still breathing, hut he 
died within u few minutes. 


RETIRED FROM BUSINESS. 
Mr. Rothschild retired from the 


management of the big department 
store at State and \7an Buren streets, 
about two months ago on account of 
11 health. A constitution ordinarily 
•obust had been shattered in build- 
ng up the business since its opening, 
seven years ago. 
Interested with 


him and the principal owner of the 
store was Nelson Morris, his father- 
n-1 aw. 
Mr. Rothschild was born in the lit- 


tle German village of Nordstetten, 
fifty-seven years ago. When a child 
of five years he came to America and 
while in his teens went to Daven- 
port, Ia. With his two brothers he 
established a general store. In 1875 
ie came -to Chicago and immediately 
jegan making a reputation for him- 
self, organizing in 1895 the depart- 
ment store which now bears his 
name. Mr. Rothschild was a director 
at the world's fair, a former director 
of the National Bank of the Republic 
and a member of the Standard, 
Washing-tori Park and Hamilton 
clubs. He leaves a widow and one 
son.

Julian had established beyond ques- 
tion the fact that at tile very time 
William Acker is charged with hav- 
ing committed crime in Canada, he 
(Julian) -was in Bluffton. 


Continuing, 
the 
commissioner 


said: "Mrs. Frances Julian, the wif-a 
cf the defendant, 
corroborates Ihis 


testimony in every particular; their 
sen to the same effect. Mrs. Julian's 
testimony was particularly impres- 
sive. 
Her attitude, her bearing, her 


manner of testifying and her general 
appearance impressed me as a woman 
of veracity and of high and 
lofty 


purposes." 


As to Beilly, the court said in part: 


"Counsel have established the flact 
tc our mind that John Beilly is : 
citizen,of Bluffton and has been a cit- 
izen there for nine years; that from 
September to the last of December, 
1900, lie was seen about the city of 
Bluffton by many people; he was 
never known to be gone more than 
a day or two at a Ifchne.

"My solution, therefore, is this: 


The 
gavemment's witnesses 
are 


mistaken about John Julian being 
the William Acker and John Beilly 
being the Benjamin Beilly that they 
claim to have seen in Ontario.

Beilly there, but I do not believe 
they saw these 'defendants there. If 
the government's witnesses are mis- 
taken in flhalr identity of these two 
men, then we can readily understand 
how it is possible that William.

•Catholic organisations that had as 
eumed to question the f p-irneasi of th 
administration toward their co-relig 
ionists. The archbishop says: 


"Yes, the news from Rome is quit 


satisfactory, and, I am sure, quit 
correct. Private advices coming t 
me from the most reliable source con 
firm in all respects the dispatche 
given 'by the Associated Press. 


"The sovereign pontiff and othe 


Roman authorities are delighted wit 
Governor Taft personally and with 
the negotiations in course of sprogras 
•between 'him and the Vatican. He 
ports sent out by the correspondent 
of certain London papers to the effec 
that the pontiff was displeased with 
the manner of acting of the commis 
sion of cardinals appointed to trea 
with. Governor Toft were absolutely 
•unfounded. 


•''As stated in t-nis morning's Horn 


dispatches, the pontiff assured Gov 
ernor Taft that he was most satisfie 
and happy at the results so far ob 
tained and that he "was confident th 
negotiations 'begun in Home woul 
ba the starting' point of a complete 
v>nd Satisf atitory solution of the ques 
tion under discussion. 
This state 


nient sums up in the most exact man 
r.ea1 the situation, as the Vatican view 
ity and as it really is. 


DELAY IS INEVITABLE. 


"That 'the negotiations -have not ye 


reached final conclusions and. are t 
be transferred from Rome to Manili 
i* what migJit b-ave been ezpectec 
from' the beginning. Governor Taf 
is in a hurry to return to the Philip 
pines and could not prolong his stay 
in Rome, -and, on the other hand, th 
problems to be solved are so compli 
cated, especially from the Vatican 
standpoint, .that time in the work i 
cf prime necessity. 


"The Vatican and Governor Taf 


came easily and quickly to a sub 
staniial agreement; the question fo 
the Vatican is what practical methods 
are to be 'adopted to put the agree- 
ment in/to execution. 
With a little 


time certain matters now seeming 
offer great difficulties will 'be made 
by quiet, skillful touches of pontifica:

ARRIVED HOME THIS MORNING 


HOMING PIGEON COVERS DIS- 


TANCE IN 195 HOURS. 


LOWERS 
RECORD 37 HOURS 


FREED AT ABILENE, TEXAS, 


JULY 12, AT 5:25 A. M. 


The first two birds of the flock of 


fourteen homing pigeons which, were 
liberated fit Abilene, Teias, last 
Tuesday morning reached Ft. "Wayne 
shortly after 8 o'clock Wednesday 
having flown the 1,004 miles be- 
tween Abilene and Fort Wayne iu 
S days, 3 hours, 5 minutes and 30 
seconds and lowering 
the world's 


record for 1,000 miles by .nearly a 
day and a half. 


The first bird to arrive belonged 


to Henry Beach, president of the 
Port Wayne 'Homing club, find a bird 
belonging- to Dr. Carl Schilling.ar- 
rived less than five minutes* after- 
ward. The birds had beea in nearly 
half an hour before it was known 
they had arrived, 'hut in accordance 
with the rules governing1 a pigeon 
race, the time was reckoned from the 
time the arrival of the birds is noted. 


Mr. Beach, -who lives at 2,013 La- 


fayette street, first became aware of 
the return' of Ms 'bird toy (hearing a 
great commotion in his pigeon loft, 
and rupon investigation found the 
pigeon engaged in a duel to the death 
with another bird who 'had alienated 
the affections of his mate. The stay- 
at-home bird1 ihad not only "cut out" 
the other, but 'had pre-empted his 
nest box, hence the fight. The Qiomer

Through the treasury -departmen 


t>f fcis g-overnment at Wnshingto 
Uncle Sam gave out a rather sfcu 
aing piece of news the other day 
the statement that this country, 
this moment, possesses about a qua 
ter of all the gold that has be< 
made up into money in the enli 
world. 


To quote the official figures co 


rectly, tliero is now in the TJnitei 
States (including- treasury coin ant 
bullion) one thousand two hundrec* 
millions of gold money, whereas tin 
.world's entire stock of gold monej 
is worth less Uian five thousand mil 
-lions (§4,906,700.000, according ti 
the latest figures). New York finan- 
ciers "believe TJncle Sam's figures a: 
to his own gold are s>hy, and that ir 
truth the 
amount of gold money 


in the country is close to $1.350,- 
000,000—a billion and a quarter- 
while all the rest of the world pos 
se3ses less tha 11 $3,750,000,000 
This is a larger sum of coined golc 
than has ever -been possessed by t 
single nation in the history of the 
world. 


FRANCE IS SECOND. 


Next to the United States, accord 


ing to the 
latest reports, 
conies 


prance, with $810,600,000, followed 
by the British empire, with $769,- 
700,000; Russia, with $724,300,000; 
nnd Germany, with 
$721,300,000. 


Go far as coined gold is concerned, 
it will be observed, the United States 
is in a class by itself. 


The British empire is second In 


the second class, but Great Britain 
proper is Inst, its store of coine'd gold 
amounting- only to $511,000,000. All 
other people's are so far behind in 
tho race ss not to 'be eligible even 
for the sccr.'d class. Austria-Hun- 
gary leads Hhe third crass, witli about 
$230,000,000, but even at that the 
great empire is very poor in gold 
money relatively as well as actually, 
for her gold supply amlounts to less 
tn%u $4.90 per capita for her popu- 
lation of 47,000,000 souls. 
Uncle 


Sam's children, have nearly S16 in 
gold p-roiece, which is less t&an the 
citizens of the French republic, for 
each of whom there is a little more 
than $21 of •gold coin a head. Ger- 
many comes third in the per capita 
computation, 
the figures 
being 


$12,81, Great Britain's being $13.34, 
and that of Russia, with her enor- 
mous p&pulation 
<o£ 128,300,000, 


only $5.64. 
Tihc per capita figure 


for tihe entire British empire is a 
Shad'Q under $2.20, that for India's 
enormous -horde of 297,000,000 being 
only 15 cents. 


THE G'-REATEST EXTK.BBIES. 
Here, as in most other things, the 


British empire exhibits the most as- 
tonishing1 extremes, for there are 
ports thereof -where the per capita 
of coined gold is in grcfat excess, in 
Australia, for 
instance, tliere is 


$24.20 in coined money for every 
man, -woman and child. At one time 
Iflie South Arfic.nn republics led this, 
•with per capita figures of $26.34, but 
now Australia is the highest. Can- 
ada's per capita is a few cents in ex- 
cess of $3.00. 


But lihese per 
capita figures of 


coined gold should not he taken as 
indicative eitiher of a country's ac- 
tual wealth or the per capita of 
in'oney 
in 
circulation. 
The total 


amount of money of all sorts in the 
United Slates is rising- of two thou- 
sand five •hundred millions, .or more 
than $28 for every citizen of Uncle 
Sam, 'about double the per capita of 
gold. In Australasia, where the gold 
per capita is highest, there is little 
money circulation at 'all except that 
made from the precious yellow metal; 
in In'dia the great preponderance is 
in silver, trad tins is true in even 
greater degree in Ohina. 


It is doubtful whether any one can 


comprehend the meaning of figures 
as stupendous as those which are 
needed to express the present wealth 
of this country in coined gold. 
It 


would take a laborer earning a dollar 
a day 416,666 years to e'arn a billion 
nnd a quarter'of dollars, but at that 
he would have to have the longevity 
of more than 4,000 Methuselabs. If 
the money had to be earned by day's 
work, it -would be better to put 418,- 
666 laborers at it for a single year. 


Reduced to avoirdupois, the 1,250,- 


000,000 of gold dollars now in the 
country would represent 5,000,000 
pounds, or 2,500 Short tons of 2,000 
pounds e-uoh. Packed away as Uncle 
Bam packs 'away his 
gold in 
the 


treasury at Washington and in tne 
various sub-treasuries, it would fill 
2,500 strong boxes, each 21x18x24 
inches in size, inside measurement, 
End containing' six cubic feet. Piled 
up, the gold coin thus accumulated 
would make a heap containing 15, 
000 cubic feet; a l>ar of gold contain- 
ing $1,250,000,000 worth of precious 
metal would be five feet square and 
300 feet long; erected into an aurif- 
erous monument, it would be a high- 
ly imposing sight and would make 
no mean Allowing beside the Wash 
ington 
monument itself, albeit o: 


about 200 feet less altitude than that 
patriotic structure, 


JUST WHAT IT MEANS. 


At two tons to 'the million, i 


•would take 2,500 double teams, 01 
5,000 horses, to haul this unthink- 
able mass of coined treasure over the 
average roads of the country. 
Fix- 


ing fifty pounds as 'the proper load 
for the average man to carry any 
distance, it would require an army 
of 100,000 to pack the stuff. 
In 


ranks of twelve 
moving in fairly 


open order this army of gold bearers 
would stretch over eleven or twelve 
miles, or about the length of Broad- 
way on the island of Manhattan. 


Tliere is little danger that the yel- 


low specie of the great republic will 
be looted and carried 
away "by 


hand." 
WHAT OUB GOLD WOULD "BUY 


One thousand two hundred 
and 


fifty millions of dollars would buy 
an enormous amount of merchandise 
and -would p.iy the expenses of no end 
of wars or merry-making. 
A few- 


weeks ago, before it could be fore- 
seen that the coronation of King 
Edward VII would be postponed by 
ft royal illness, it was estimated that 
the total cost of the ceremonies to 
government 
and 
English 
people 


would be not far from $7,000,000, 
At that price for such 
jubilations 


Uncle Sam's stack of coined 
gold 


•WDiild foot the bill for 179 corona- 
tions and leave some millions over. 


A billion 
and1 a quarter 
dollars 


would build eighty Brooklyn bridges. 
It would build, equip and put in com- 
mission more than 400 great battle- 
ships. It would probably suffice to 
buy the whole British navy, provid- 
ed that aggregation'of marine fight- 


machines could be purchased at 


anything like a fair valuation. At 
a million dollars a day, the approxi- 
mate cost of the civil war, the coined 
gold now in the country would wage 
a war for more than three years and 
:oui' months. 


COMPARISON OF VALUES. 


Comparison 
of the 
quantity of 


coined gold in the country with the 
value -of some 'of the country's staple 
products is somewhat startling. For 
instance, in round numbers 'the out- 
put of icoal, both soft and hard, in 
1901 was 382,000,000; of .pig iron, 
more than 
250,000,000; of silver, 


more than 75,000,000; of corn, wheat. 
*uid oats, nearly 209,000,000; of but- 
ter and cheese, more than 384,000,- 
000. Yet the billion 'and a quarter 
oi' coined gold now in 'the United 
States would -buy all these products 
and leave a trifling matter of $27r 
S75,S57. as u nestegg around which 
to accumulate 'another twelve hun- 
Ired millions or so. It would build 
62,500 miles of railroad at $20,000 
a mile, nearly a third of all 
the 


•ailroad mileage now in the United 
-fcates. 
THOUSANDS OP ACRES OP PIE. 


But it is when the purchasing pow- 


er of a thousand and a quarter mil- 
ions of gold dollars as applied to pie 
s considered that the ordinary mind 
may como nearest to grappling -with 
-he real meaning of such a vast sum. 
G-ood, fair pies can be bought for ten 
cents apiece, and thus the coined 
gold now an 'the country would buy 
welve billions and, five hundred mil- 
ions of pies. 
The square -surface 


covered by pies varies, but 
fifty 


square inches for each would not be 
ar out of ;the way, allowing for tha 
vaste room -that would 'have to be 
allowed for, supposing -the pies are 
round. On this basis the gold coin 
n circulation in Uncle 'Sam's dcnriii- 
ons would buy -pies enough to cover 
at least 4,000 acres of land. 
How 


many pie takers it would take to 
lake this enormous aggregation of 
oothsomeness in one day is matter 
Tor conjecture only. 


Yet all this gold could be packed 


nto a veiy small space, relatively 
speaking. 
Made into a pile -forty 


"ieet square, it wuuld be only a lit- 
:le more than nine feet 'high, and its 
weight of 5,000 tons would not fur- 
lish a full cargo for any one of sev- 
eral of the great ocean liuers now 
plowing the Atlantic ocean, though 
't would build hundreds of them. 
FOOD FOB SERIOUS THOUGHT. 
All in all, good 
Americans may 


will be proud of themagnificent show- 
ng our gold, coin enables us to make 
before the world, yet there is another 
and a more serious aspect of the sit- 
uation -to be considered—an aspect, 
by the way, that thoughtful men are 
examining with much gravity. 'Will 
the presence of so much gold in the 
country produce the apparently logi- 
cal result of permanently holding -up 
the price of all things eatable by 
reason of its own comparative cheap- 
ness? 
Some economic philosophers 


declare that it -will beyond the shad- 
ow of a doubt. 
In time they say 


there will also, b^ a general uplift- 
ing of the scale of -wages, but not 
until it is settled whether the pres- 
ent plenitude of the yellow metal is 
permanent or not. 
Naturally, 
in 


the "meantime, the man who worka 
wall have increased problems to meet. 


On the other hand, a plenitude of 


gold will mean lively 
circulation, 


and that will mean a continuance of 
the present "good times" for a con- 
siderable period to come. And, if 
the prophets speak wisely, the pres- 


ent unexampled quantity of col 
gold in this country is only a fore- 
runner of the future. 
Unless all 


signs fail, say they, the day is nol 
far distant -when we shall have two 
thousand millions instead of a thou- 
sand aud a quarter millions of gold 
coin ic our land.

Sleeping 
sickness or "negro lethargy" is a 
deadly disease -which has been long 
known in West Africa, but has re- 
cently traveled along the Congo into 
Uganda.—Chicago Daily News.

The magnitude c-f our pen- 
sion scheme is an obvious inxlica'tion 
rf the liberality of our laws, TJieir 
iberality as regards the title of 
claimants, <as well as the conditions 
under which pensions are paid, can be 
uors fully coonipreihended 'by consid- 
ering1 the requirements and restric- 
tions which attach to the pensions 
paid by the United States and those 
)aid by other governments. Practi- 
cally, there are military pension sys- 
ems in all countries. 
Occasionally, 


hey are closely connected with pro- 
•isions for civil pensions. In Italy 
he two plans are inseparable. 
In the first (place, there are few 


countries in which the regulations 
inder whidh applications may be 
lied are ias f>avora.ble as they are in 
Lhis country. 
Great Britain refuses 


:o entertain any application from an 
}fllcer for a" pension for a wouoid un- 
ess he applies within five years aftev 
•eceiving the -wound; in Japan the 
aaxiniium 'time is 'three yeaa-s, aii'd in 
.Switzerland one year from the time 
he disability was incurred. Switz- 
eilaiid, furthermore, pensions for one 
•ear o-nly, the application being "re- 
considered" at the end of each year. 


Very different from, these require- 


rueirts -arc those of the pension la;-?? 
)f the Una-tad States, with no limita- 
rion as to the time of application, uo 
t*rm pensions and no annual exam- 
nations. A "civil war 
soldier is 


:ully at liberty to seek a pension to- 
lay for wounds or disability in- 
:urred in 1SG2; and if he can trace 
he origin of a disability to liia Bunny 
:ervice the pension is 'granited, al- 
liough for forty years Hie 'has failed 
o make any claim on the govem- 
r.eiut for assistance. It may be iihat 
he applicant is occupying a remu- 
erative position; if so, that fact will 
\ct -be considered in 
adjudicating 


he claim or in paying fflie pension. 
In Japan, however,, a (pension is sus- 
lenddd during, the time of govern- 
ment employment. In this country 
the pension roll has included mem- 
bers of the cabinet and of congress. 


In case the pensioner desires to 


leave his country, either permanent- 
ly or for a terra of years, how is such 
n departure looked upon by the va- 
rious governments? 
Under the lo.w 


of Servia such a pensioner ceases to 
receive aid from the government. The 
Argentine Republic pays him for two 
months only. In Peru the right to 
a pension, is forfeited if the benefi- 
ciary 
remain 
aflbroad 
two years. 


France, Austria and Greece permit 
residence abroad -by express consent 
cf the government only. England 
requires pensioners to obtain leave 
to go outside the countiy, and por- 
vid&s for a reduction of the pension 
after three years' absence, with its 
entire forfeiture if the pensioner is 
under 50 years cf age; between the 
ages of 50 and 80 the pension may 
be commuted. With the exception of 
a law that was in operation 
from 


1893 to 1895, the United States have 
made no distinction between, pen- 
sioners resident atoma'd nnd those 
resident in the United States. Last 
year this government 
paid §642,- 


161.05 to 4,547 pensioners residing- 
in foreign countries.

and "centenaiy" of Alexander Du- 
mas, who first saw the light on July 
24, 1802, in the Rue Lormet, at Vil- 
lers-Cotterets. Trance is not so fond 
of ''centenaries" as we are, and how 
that of the great novelist will be 
celebrated remains to be seen. 
He 


was, 
find is, the most popular ro- 


mancer since Scott, but 'then he is the 
favorite of the literary ".mosses," not 
of the literary "classes." He is read 
with enthusiasm in every country. 
He is translated into every civilized 
language. 
His fame is world-wide, 


not bounded by 
the marches of 


France; but the literary "classes" do 
not mu'^h love the Porthos of letters, 
the gigantic, gay, good-humored sol- 
dier of the pen. George Sand, to bi 
sure, delighted in his works; B. L. 
Stevenson has written dithyrambs to 
iiis honor, and Thackeray, who began 
by laughing at Dunias, ended with a 
loving admiration of .the Musketeers, 
longing to see their shadows enter 
lis room "with 
«. noiseless swag- 


." 
Every human being who is 


roung in heart, whatever the number 
of his years, is an. ally of George 
Sand and Thackeray and Stevenson. 
If the "greatest happiness of the 
•rea-test number" is a thing to aim 
at, then Dumas must be deemed one 
of -the very greatest of writers. 


Statesmen have labored, martyrs 


inve died, poets -have sung, patriots 
tave fought, -without conferring on 
mankind a tithe of the happiness 
which Dumas has given, merely by 
being 'his own great, jolly, kind; 
charitable self in scores of volumes, 


had the -heart of Scott, or of 


Shakespeare, -the -almost divine toler- 
ance for, and -love of, tfche creatures of 
lis own creation. He had- the wit of 
France, and the humor of England, 
and the most d'azaling gift of rapid 
narrative, and that absolute lack of 
speculation about things inscrutable, 
of interest in 'things 
abominable, 


vhich makes him little liked by per- 
sons of 'culture. He did not. break 
lis heart over daintiness of style; he 
cared for preciosity no more 'than 
Moliere did; prigs, for, Dunias, did 
not so-much as exist, 'his eyes over- 
ooke'd' them. Ethical and psychol- 
ogical . "problems" did 
not concern 


him; he never peered with a dark 
autern into the slums of human 
nearts. His heart was in ifche woods, 
on the battele-field, in 'the broad 
highway, where tone adventurers 
jaliop, -and the heavy wagons creak. 
and -the fair, masked ladies ride, and 
tho hosts at the inn doors welcome 
them all indifferently. He lived on 
the further side of that railway cut- 
ting, which, as Thackeray says, is 
the true dividing line between the 
old world and the new.

ed devotee and murderer, with his j 
tears, his hair shirt, his skull

cross bones, his cup and hall, and 
poodles, and mignons. But we read , 
Dumas, and we contract a sneaking • 
iffection for the king, who, after all, 
appreciated Chicot. 
By his friend- 


ship for Chicot he is redeemed in' our 
memories. 
Coconnas was a cruel 


scoundrel; le brave Bussy verged on 
;he ruffian; La Mole was not the soul 
of honor—we know all that; but they 
are redeemed for us by the charity 
•f Dumas, by the warm sunlight of 
the kind genius. Through the black- 
est palace intrigues of the corrupt 
age which followed the Reformation, 
Dumas walks without soiling 
his 


shoes or the imagination of his read- 
era. T3iese devout Catholics and 
godly Protestants were the most per- 
fidious and cruel of men; but they 
were men for all that, and Dunias 
makes the best of them by a kind of 
sunny realism, 
the reverse of the 


modern article.

cause of the dense forestry and tan- 
gled 
undergrowth. 
The 
forests 


;hrough •which Lost river winds its 
;ortuous wny make 'an ideal g'.une 
preserve. 
Game is still in abund- 


ance, and the report of the hunter's 
gun daily "breaks the deep silence.; 
These were famous hunting grounds 
of. the red men w'ho roamed this re- | 
gion years ago. Evidences of their 
presence, in the way of stone toma- 


flint arrowheads and rude: 


implements, are still found in the 
caves -and caverns 'and in the numer- 
ous rocky places along the course of 
Lo&t river. 
This region was once 


:hickly populated with reel men of 
"our tribes, the Twigtwees or Mi- 
imis, the Weas, the 
Plankeshaws j 


nnd the Shawuess. Tihe Indians in 


the earliest days 
did not occupy j 


much of this portion of the state as i 
a permanent habitation, but lived at! 


distance and along the shores of 


the larger streams. 
Several small 


villages were establs'hcd promiscu- 
jus-ly, the principal one of which be- 
onged to the Shawnee tribe. It was 
located on the banks of Lost river 
it a point not far distant from, where 
he stream sinks in the northeastern 
part of Orange county. Tihe chief of 
this village was known as "King 
Billy," aud according to the stories 
that have been handed down, his 
wife v. 
r.TS a reel-haired white woman. 


After the coming of the white men 
the Indians were driven from the 
villages along Lost river. 
A few 


remained, 
however, but 
only 
in 


straggling, roving bands, sometimes 
Dent on 3iunting, sometimes pillag- 
ing and plundering, and occasionally 
murdering the white settler, whom 
:hey regarded 'as enemies 
having 


raken their hunting grounds. 


At numerous places 
'along the 


couse of Lost, river are localities pe- 
culiarly adapted for camping places. 
These were often utilized by parties 


' Indians while on hunting excur- 


sions, or on other temporary journeys 
to this region. 
The rise of Lost 


river at tihe site of Orangeville was 
the principal camping place. Dux- 
ing the winter season the red men 
caused the white settlers but little 
irouble. Their acts of hostility us- 
ually began in the springtime when 
;lie "leaves were the size of squirrel 
ears." 
From that time until late 


^n the fall the settlers would form 
nto bands 'and attend one another's 
crops for mutual protection, and to 
present more formidable opposition 
to any attempt at hostilities on the 
part of the Indians. 


There are in .the Lost river region 


i great number of mounds, the work 
of the mound builders, a prehistoric 
race of humanity whose time, habits, 
customs and origin 'have long since 
'.-erished, and are so deeply and ob- 
scurely veiled in unknown and unre- 
corded centuries that the most dili- 
gent and active investigation has as 
jet failed to throw upon this mys- 
terious race more than a single ray 
of light. 


At a great number of places (dong 
tost river arrow and spear heads are 
found in large quantities. 
Besides 


these, fleshing1 implements, stone 
axes- and ornaments of curious de- 
signs have been found. 


Near Paoli is an important earth-

For years geologists and other men

the true cause of the 


strange pranks of Lost river is the 
fact that this entire 
underground 


section of Indiana >s hollow—liter- 
ally 
honeycombed, in 
fact, 
with 


caves and caverns into whidh Lost 
river plunges, only to suddenly re- 


ne.irly 1,500 feet in length. 
These 


5'e^'ir. upon the bank of the river and

I"rom tile place where Lost river 


bursts forth, from a cliff in Washing- 
ton county to a. (point near Orleans It 
flows •between clearly defined bacnfcs. 
A great portion of the course of upper/ 
Lest river is through dense woods. 
At placea the stream is well defined 
md at others it is so chokeki with; 
w-atea1 weeds and fallen- trees (that Ita 
presence is scarcely recognizable, A 
dirt road follows the wanderings of 
upper Lost river, or, rather, it tries 
to. In many places the road lies in 
the course of '.tflie river where it Is a 
mere stream, and it is usually crossed 
Tjy a fording. 


Near Orleans Lost river drops from 


sight into a great, dark cavernous 
hole, which has the appearance of the 
entrance to satanic regions—and from 
which the river gains its secondary 
name—the River Styx. 


This "sink" is four feat wide, eight 


feet high, and is dark, foreboding 
and unfathomable and 'has never been 
explored, not even, during the dry 
season. 
At the time I visited this 


spot Lost river was lashing itself 
furiously in its frantic efforts to get 
underground, the entrance to its sub- 
terranean passage 
being 
partly 


choked with debris, floated down, 
stream by the heavy rains which 


nusad the river to rage far beyond 
ir-s banks. It has been ascertained, 
however, that the descent of the 
river after it enters the "sinlg" is 
gradual for about 600 feet, bui what 
course it takes beyond that point is 
us yet but one of the unsolved mys- 
teries of the river. 


•As one follows Lost river down 


stream from its source it will 1» no- 
ticed that the stream gradually de- 
creases in size, continuing? so until 
it sinks from sight near Orleans. 
Upper Lost river in its course also 
divides itself many times, unites a 
short distance farther down stream, 
and forms islands. Five miles from 
Orleans is a little white church 
known as the "Islarid" church, from, 
the fact that it is built on one of 
these islands formed by -the wander- 
ings of Lost river. 
The church is 


reached l>y a rude wooden; suspen- 
sion .bridge. 


After the river disappears into the 


earth the broad, deep channel which 
is left empty continues on its tor- 
tuous way through meadow land and 
thick forests for eight miles, when 
the waters of Lost river, apparently 
tired of their subterraneaii journey, 
again come to the surface and fill 
tho river's bed. 


In dry weather all the water of 


Lost river can easily find accommo- 
dation in its underground passage, 
but rains will easily 
overflow it, 


choking the underground {passage. 
The dry bed which extends from the 
first sink of the river 'to its rise at

heavy rain hadi corns up itfce nigln 
before, and running into. Jtlle cave 
had carried' away the widow's milk 
crock covers.

Springer chapel, 
'over three oniles 


from their accustomed; place, 
and 


none the -worse for-the sub'berranean 
journey. 


After a good night's rest, an early 


breakfast, and 
a wait

hours 'for the rain, to stop falling, . 
secured a horse, and armed with a 
camera, started out to view some o: 
the freakish antics Lost river per 
forms in the vicinity of the quam 
and sequestered little village 
oj 


Orangeville. 


Orangeville is in itself &n -afcbrac' 


tion. 
The little village of pea-haps 


fifty souls is located just north of tin 
"rise" of Lost river, and is unique 
from the fact that it is perhaps tin 
only town in. the world situated di- 
rectly over tlie mouth of a river. A 
score or so of cottages, half hidden by 
gay colored hollyhocks, a church, a 
store and a blacksmith shop consti- 
tute the village. The main street is 
wide, and a wagon, road hopelessly 
attempts to twist its tortuous way up 
the slope to find a smooth path over 
the rough, limestones. 


The village of Orangeville was laid 


cut into fifty-eight lots in Juni 
1849. Something of the spirit of its 
founders may be learned from 
the 


stipulation which they placed upon 
the records at -the time that "the pro- 
prietors of the town of Orangeville do 
mutually covenant and agree that we 
•and our ancestors in title forever will 
not sell, make or dispose of, or permit 
others ,to sell, make or dispose 
apiritous liquors, except for medici- 
nal or mechanical purposes in or con- 
tiguous to the town of Orangeville. 


This stipulation has through all 


these years been kept inviolable, and 
today not a drop of intoxicating 
liquor can be purchased in Orange- 
ville except for the purpose stated 
by the founders. 


Every visitor that comes to Orange- 


ville has pointed out to him one of 
the chief points of interest in Orange 
county—the last rise of Lost river, 
the place where the stream makes its 
reappearance after a long journey 
under the earth. From this point on 
to the "White, Lost river flows on like 


ordinary well-behaved stream. 


On ithe rocks above this natural won- 
der is picturesquely perched the lit- 
tle village of Orangeville. 
At this 


point Lost xiver boils up from the 
bowels of the earth, like R mammoth 
spring, and flows away a stream 
thirty or forty yards In width. The 


iiver entirely fills the cave from 
which it bursts forth, even in tha 
driest seasons. Here the river forms 


a immense pool, the depth of which 


is unknown. Boats have been rcu-ed 
over the boiling surface of the water 
and lines with lead weights attached 
have been let down over 800 feet, but 
no .bottom was touched. The stream 
has the appearance of a huge spring 
ns the waters boil and swirl up in 
•three great bubbles from unknown 
tte-pths below. 


The water In tlie river at Its last 


•rise" is excellent for- drinking. It 


t- clear and cold, having passes! 
underground for miles through nat- 
ural filters of sand and gravel. Dur- 
ing: the summer tlie wat'r is as cold 


s that drawn from a deep wall, while 


in -the winter it is warmer, ns tlie 
pool was never known to freeze over. 


Some sixty years ago, according to 


the story told by the old residents, a 
team hitchecl to a heavy wagon be- 
came frightened and plunged over 
the cliff and nofc a sign of either 
horses or wagon were ever seen since. 


Half a mile north of Orangeville is 


a, spot known as the gulf. 
It is ti 


great, deep funnel-^liaped valley, in 
the bottom of which the waters of 
Lost river again rise and flow above 
tlie surface in a senpenitine course for 
about fifty 'yards. 
Then tlie river 


rushes into a fissure in the rocks and 
hides underground ag'nin. For many 
years it was thought these "were the 
scime waters that appeal- at Orange- 
ville, but sawdust and oats cast in 
he watens at the gulf have always 
;niled to appear at tlie rise far be- 


QW. 


Another peculiar feature connected 


with the gulf is the two streams 
tlint burst from a ledge of rock at one 
side. After a imu. one stream will 


Iways run muddy water, while the 


other will remain perfectly clear. 
Tliis has never been accounted for, 
leing put down as one of the mys- 
teries and freaks of Lost river.

Their sentence was that 
they were to be knouted in each ot 
the towns in which they had cc 
mitted tlheir crimes. 


At the first town, Akmetchet, they 


received the first installment, which 
took place iu the presence of the 
citizens in the market place. Each 
culprit was in turn fastened to an 
inclined post, with'a.ring at the top, 
to which the head was tightly fixed 
'by means of a rope tc prevent him 
crying out. 
The bands were closely 


tied on either side and the feet were 
secured by rings at 
tlie 
bottom 


After reading- the sentence the execu- 
tioner approached, wielding a knout 
as thick as a man's wrist, gave one 
cut 'and walked 'back about 
forty 


yards. 
Flourishing his whip he re- 


turned and struck again until (the 
necessary number was given. 


This prcce&s was repeated at each 


of the towns, the prisoners 
beinj; 


dragged in irons from place to place. 
Kot one of the men survived to un- 
dergo the full punishment.

"knoutings'* in history is recorded 
in which the victim was a beautiful 
and brilliant woman.

"Unhealthy dwellings cause other 


disasters. Bark and crowded as they 
ere, cleanliness is dim'cult, if not im- 
possible to preserve. They are not 
pleasant to puss the time in, and the 
workman stays in his home as little 
as possible; he eats there and sleeps 
there, but the rest of hia time is 
spent in the public house. Sir John 
Simon was right in iaying: 
'The 


wretched lodging is the purveyor to 
to the public house,' and we can add 
to it that the public house, is the pur- 
veyor of tuberculosis. In fact, alco- 
holism is the most, potent factor 
in propagating tuberculosis. 
Tho 


strongest man who has once taken to 
drink is powerless against it. Time 
IB too short for me now to draw com- 
parisons between the laws in force in 
different countries, those which are 
proposed, private efforts, associated 
efforts and temperance societies. But 
I can say that a universal cry of de- 
spair rises from the whole universe 
at the sight of the disasters caused 
by alcoholism.

As re 
gardsattemptstocommitsuieide.therfc 
has been a similar and even more de 
cided increase. Voluminous and con 
vincing statistical evidence proves 
these two points. It is likewise sliown 
by Dr. Tatham's tables of ocenpationa 
groups with a high rate of alcoholism 
that these groups furnish a relatively 
high rate of suicide. Dr. W. C. Sullivan 
of Pentonville prison, draws the fol 
lowing conclusions: 


First. That the recent increase o 


suicide has coincided'with a consider 
able development of abortive snicida 
attempts. These attempts, in such o 
their character as are ascertainable 
.have approximated to the type of alco 
' holic suicide, thereby confirming tli 


clinical evidence, which attributes tc 
alcoholism the chief role in the genesi 
of abortive suicidal impulses. 


Second. That this increase of siiicidi 


has been, in a large degree, related ti 
the influence of alcoholism, an infhl 
ence which in the same period—as mor 
tality statistics attest—has tended tc 
augment. 


Third. That there is a type of alco 


holic suicide, with characteristics dis 
tinguishingit from suicideof ot.her ca 
Baton, and that as compared with case 
ofdeliberateandcoordinatesuicide du 
to other causes, alcoholic suicide i 
found to be more impulsive, more d 
reRtly and immediately re.lat.edUo 01 
gnnic conditions in the individual.
